Like  legendary 
days  of  old,  a  man  climbed  to  the  top  of  the  hill  on  the 
common  carrying  a  Bible  and  speaking  his  mind.  Many 
of  the  students  did  not  pay  attention  at  first  figuring  that 

this  man  would  go  away.  Nothing  could  be  farther  from 
the  truth. 

This  man,  who 
only  said  his  name  once 
(and  I  missed  it),  be- 
gan to  talk  about  some 
of  the  most  controver- 
sial topics  that  our  so- 
ciety could  garner.  He 
began  openly  discuss- 
ing abortion,  masturba- 
tion, and  drug  use. 

After  attempt- 
ing to  ignore  him, 
which  obviously  didn't 
work,  some  students 
took  the  counter  ap- 
proach of  challenging 
him  on  his  topics  and 
being  as  much  of  a 
spectacle  as  he  was. 
Some  students  cursed 
and  waived  their  fists, 
telling  him  that  he  did 
not  belong  talking 
about  these  topics  in 
public.  Other  students 
asked  questions  to  perhaps  turn  the 
mirror  on  him,  so  to  speak. 

Just  as  the  crowd  began  to 
become  bellicose  the  police  es- 
corted him  away  from  the  scene. 
Rumor  had  it  that  he  had  been  to 
several  other  campuses  where  he 
was  assaulted  and  he  needed  to  be 
protected  by  the  same  people  that 
removed  him.  But  this  story  isn't 
over. 

Within  a  few  minutes,  he  was 
back.  Then,  he  caught  everyone's 
attention  by  stopping  his  perfor- 
mance and  saying,  "You're  still 

here..."  He  had  a  point. 

Regardless  of  his  views, 
whether  he  was  right  or  wrong, 
closed  or  open-minded,  he  got 


people  thinking  and  talking.  This  man  had  a  great  presence 
and  was  an  amazing  performer.  When  some  students  tried 
to  outdo  him,  by  handing  him  a  condom,  he  took  it  in-stride 
and  used  it  to  further  his  cause. 

But  the  most  valuable  lessons  to  be  learned  were  free- 
dom and  participation.  Many  of  us  walk  around,  discussing 

political  and  social  is- 
sues in  the  security  of 
our  friends.  However, 
very  few  of  us  would 
have  the  gall  to  stand  in 
front  of  a  crowd  and  at 
least  attempt  to  change 
the  world  for  the  way  we 
thought  was  best.  Even 
those  who  claim  to  have 
the  courage  to  do  this 
must  admit  that  doing  it 
is  one  thing  and  doing  it 
well  enough  to  hold  the 
crowd's  attention,  for  2 
hours  is  another. 

A  man  doing  the 
best  he  can,  the  way  he 
thinks  he  should.  The 
right  to  free  speech  is 
something  that  we  take 
for  granted  now  a  day. 
Perhaps,  if  nothing  else, 
this  man  helped  us  see 
something     that     we 

should  thank  whatever  is  holy  to  us 
that  we  have  the  ability  to  do:  get  up 
in  the  morning  and  voice  our  opin- 
ion.

As  part  of  the 
Disability  Aware- 
ness Month,  several  of 
the  University's  pri- 
mary centers  for  stu- 
dent with  disabilities 
funded  and  organized 
the  arrival  of  the  dis- 
tinguished orator, 
Kenny  Fries.  The  of- 
fices of  Affirmative  Ac- 
tion, the  Vice  Provost 
for  Academic  Support 
Services,  the  Ross 
Center  for  Disability 
Services,  the  Center 
for  Students  with 
disABILITIES,  and 
Project  R.E.A.C.H.  all 
came  together  in  order 
to  make  this  event 
possible. 

Kenny  Fries  is  a 
well -accomplished 
poet,  author,  lecturer 
and  advocate  for  dis- 
ability awareness.  He 
has  spoken  on  aware- 
ness in  many  political 
forums  as  well  as  so- 
cial and  educational 
forums. 


Fries  was  born 
with  "congenital  defor- 
mities to  the  lower  ex- 
tremities".   His  book, 
"Body.  Remember",  is 
a  brutally  honest  view 
at  his  attempts  at  deal- 
ing with  being  gay,  Jew- 
ish and  disabled.     If 
there  is  anything  this 
man     knows,     it     is 
struggle.    Through  ad- 
versity, however.  Fries 
has    built   incredible 
character. 

He  is  an  associate 
professor  at  Goddard 
College  in  Plainfield, 
Vermont.  He  teaches  in 
the  graduate  writing 


program.  Fries  went  to 
Brandeis  University  and 
received  his  under- 
graduate degree  in  En- 
glish and  American  Lit- 
erature. He  later  went 
on  to  receive  his 
master's  degree  from 
Columbia  University  in 
Playwrlting. 

Kenny  Fries  gave 
all  those  who  were  will- 
ing to  listen  a  view  into 
the  life  of  a  man  who 
lives,  breathes  and 
sleeps  adversity.  He 
spoke  about  his  life,  dis- 
abilities and  the  way  that 
society  needed  to  deal 
with  disabled  peoples. 


Kenny  Fries  pro- 
vided a  unique  para- 
digm on  life.  He  used 
his  life  experiences  to 
motivate  himself.  He 
shared  those  experi- 
ences with  UMB,  and  al- 
lowed all  of  us  to  reflect 
on  our  own  struggles 
and  how  we  can  find 
solace  in  them.

Candlelight 
Vigil 


On  Wednesday  the  V^  of  December 
at  2:30  the  Alcohol  and  Addiction 
Resource  Center  sponsored  a 
candlelight  vigil  with  support  from 
the  Women's  Center,  the  Lesbian, 
Gay,  and  Bisexual  Center  and  SAEC. 
The  vigil  was  in  commemoration  of 
those  lives  that  have  been  affected 
by  addiction,  HIV,  domestic  vio- 
lence, and  hate  crimes. 

The  impressive  turnout  consisting 
of  students  and  professors  of  UMass 
was  testimony  that  the  impulse  to 
help  those  in  need  prospers  on 
campus.  Robert  Mello,  Coordina- 
tor of  the  Alcohol  and  Addiction 
Resource  Center  touched  the  gath- 
erers with  a  poignant  speech  that 
emphasized  the  ability  of  humans 
to  learn  from  their  suffering:  "Suf- 
fering challenges  us  at  times"  he 
said  "and  brings  out  those  admi- 
rable qualities  within  us  that  we  did 
not  know  we  possessed;  qualities 
such  as  fortitude,  empathy,  and  sen- 
sitivity." 

A  moment  of  silence  was  of- 
fered to  those  who  have  been  af- 
fected by  suffering.  Susan  Miron 
mesmerized  the  audience  with  the 
soothing  notes  of  her  harp.  In  con- 
clusion, Robert  Mello  had  this  to 
say:  "Let  the  light  that  we  have  of- 
fered serve  as  a  beacon  for  all  those 


who  have  suffered  and  continue  to  suffer.  Let  it  guide 
them  through  the  turbulent  waters  of  hardship  and 
deliver  them  safety  to  the  shores  of  a  paradise  brim- 
ming with  possibility.  Although  the  light  of  these 
candles  must  eventually  be  extinguished,  no  one  can 
put  out  the  irrepressible  light  that  shines  within  each 
and  every  one  of  us."  It  is  of  great  consolation  to 
know  that  despite  the  excess  of  violence  that  has  char- 
acterized this  century,  the  power  of  the  community  to 
come  together  and  selflessly  perform  an  act  of  good- 
ness will  conquer  any  darkness  that  we  might  experi- 
ence."

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The  University  Mace      Symbols  of  authority  and  power,  maces  were  originally  hand  weapons 

designed  for  use  against  armor.  Topped  by  the  flame  of  knowledge,  the 
University  mace  has  the  University  seal  as  a  focal  point  and  unifying  ele- 
ment. Tassels  of  maroon  and  white  hang  from  the  shaft  of  fourteen  rods 
of  black  walnut,  symbolizing  the  fourteen  counties  of  the  Commonwealth. 

The  head  of  the  mace  is  gold  plate  over  highly  polished  brass.  Complex 
curves  radiating  from  the  hub  in  which  the  seal  is  centered  reflect  light  in 
constantly  changing  patterns,  symbolic  of  the  many-faceted  environment 
of  the  university  life.
